Herewith  I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1915.

Vitai  Statistics. 

BIRTHS. — 31  were  registered,  giving  a rate  of  18.67.  Though  the  1914 
population  estimate  is  probably  rather  high  for  1915,  yet  this  birth-rate  is  very 
low.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.8  (the  lowest  on  record),  and  that 
for  England  and  Wales  less  the  244  towns  was  20.7.  It  is  a remarkable  faet 
that  the  birth-rate  of  a place  like  Emley  should  be  below  the  general  rates  of 
the  country.  There  were  15  males  and  16  females  born.  Three  infants  died, 
a rate  of  96.8  per  1,000  births. 

DEATHS. — The  three  infants  died  as  the  result  of  premature  birth,  of  con- 
genital malformation  and  of  broncho-pneumonia. 

15  deaths  were  registered,  and  2 were  transferred,  making  a total  of  17 
and  a nett  death-rate  of  10.43  per  1,000  of  the  civil  population  (as  distinct  from 
military  members  of  the  community) . 

Six  persons  were  70  years  and  upwards  at  death,  of  whom  one  was  88 

years. 

Of  the  17  deaths,  4 were  from  Cancer  and  5 from  Pneumonia;  of  the 
latter  disease  2 cases  were  given  as  Influenzal  in  origin.  It  is  to  be  noted,  how- 
ever, that  the  early  signs  of  Pneimiococcal  invasion  resemble  those  of  Influenza 
hence  these  cases  are  grouped  with  Pneumonia  from  all  causes. 

The  sex  distribution  of  death  was  13  males  and  4 females  — a great  dis- 
parity. The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.1,  as  against  10.43  for 
this  District. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

There  has  been  a satisfactory  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases,  following 
the  rather  heavy  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  1914.  7 cases  in  all  of  Scarlet 

Fever  were  notified,  occurring  in  2 households  only,  5 in  one  and  2 in  the  other. 
There  was  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever.  All  were  removed  to  Hospital,  except 
one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  end  of  a series  of  5 (a  return  case). 

There  was  one  case  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  notified. 

Housing. 

Almost  all  the  houses  in  the  District  had  been  inspected  before  the  end 
of  1914.  There  are  some  houses  in  the  Upper  Lane  whose  condition  is  known 
but  not  yet  officially  reported,  which  will  require  some  alterations  to  remedy  low- 
level  dampness,  lighting  and  ventilation. 

With  regard  to  houses  inspected  and  reported  on  during  1914,  some  pro- 
gress has  been  made  during  1915. 

The  block  of  cottages  (I.  1914  report)  has  been  materially  improved  by 
dry  areas,  improved  lighting,  ventilation,  spouting,  and  drainage,  and  the 
three  cottages  are  now  inhabited. 

The  cottages  (III.  1914  report)  have  not  received  attention  as  yet,  owing 
probably  to  the  various  stringent  conditions  of  the  times. 


The  cases  of  overcrowding  reported  during  1914  have  been  remedied  by 
the  removal  of  the  parties  to  other  and  larger  houses. 

Two  cottages  condemned  some  years  ago  and  for  some  time  closed  have 
been  reconstructed  into  one  good  dwelling-house. 

2 new  houses  were  built  during  1915.  Several  families  have  left  the  Dis- 
trict, and  there  is  apparently  no  scarcity  of  houses  at  present. 

The  defective  closet  arrangements  reported  in  1914  have  not  yet  been 
remedied  (Church  Street)  and  Warburton. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Reservoir  on  Emley  Moor  has  been  in  service  during  the  year,  and 
proved  its  utility. 

Sewers. 

A new  outfall  pipe  has  been  laid  from  the  Broomhall  bed.  As  reported 
in  1914,  an  extension  of  the  settling  tanks  at  Broomhall  would  be  an  improve- 
ment, as  would  the  provision  of  a tank  and  bed  for  the  sewerage  flow  towards 
Flockton. 

The  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  has  the  same  limited  application 
as  before.  Appended  are  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  and  Table  C.

WATER  SfUPPLY. 

There  have  been  no  developments  during  1915. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

A new  outfall  pipe  has  been  laid  from  Broomhall  bed. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  number  of  privies  with  open  middens  was  38;  number  of  pail  or  tub  closets,  i;  num- 
ber of  privies  with  covered  middens,  all  others;  number  of  water  closets,  22;  number  of  privies 
re-constructed  as  w.c.’s  2;  number  of  additional  closets  provided  for  old  propert\%  3 (w.c.’s). 

SCAVENGING. 

The  refuse  is  dispo.sed  of  by  one  tip  and  by  farmers,  at  an  annual  cost  of  £20  and  £50. 
There  is  no  inadequacy-,  except  removal  should  be  more  frequent  (closets). 

NUISANCE  INvSPECTlONS. 

Total  number  of  inspections  made,  2;  informal  notices  served,  2;  complied  with,  o; 
number  of  nuisances  in  hand  at  close  of  1914,  3 (closets);  at  close  of  1915,  3 fclosets),  2 
(sink  drainage);  nuisances  reported,  2;  abated,  o. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  elementary-  schools  in  the  district. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  was  no  disease  attributed  to  milk.  Number  of  cowkeepers  in  district,  52;  number 
registered,  21;  number  of  milk  sellers  who  arc  also  cowkeepers,  21;  number  who  are  purveyors 
only-,  o;  total  number  registered,  21;  number  of  cowsheds,  61;  inspections,  20;  general  condi- 
tion, satisfactory;  milch  cows  in  district,  21 1.  There  is  no  insufficiency-  in  milk  supply.  No  legal 
proceedings  were  taken  under  D.C.IM.  orders,  and  no  inspection  or  other  action  l>y-  Districts  to 
which  milk  is  sent. 

OTHER  FOODS. 

There  was  no  seizure  of  unsound  food.  Number  of  slaughter-houses,  3;  registered, 
3;  condition,  good.  There  were  no  prosecutions.  , 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS.  ' 

There  was  no  smoke  nuisancc>  and  no  observations  were  taken. 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  no  infectious  disease  specially  prevalent,  and  the  hospital  accommodation 
is  adequate  and  sufficient.  There  arc  no  influences  threatening  the  health  of  the  District. 

SPECIAL  REPORTS  AND  INVESTIGATIONS. 

None. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  following  is  the  procedure  after  notifications:  — Inspection  of  patient’s  home 
and  workshop;  examination  for  contacts;  disinfection;  sputum  examined.  Shelters  are  provided. 

BACTERIOLOGY. 

The  County-  Laboratory-  is  utilized. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births  during  1915  : Males,  15,  females,  16;  total  31.  There  were  no  illegitimate 
children  and  no  still  births.  Deaths  during  1915 — (i)  Gross  death,  i.e.,  total  actually  regis- 
tered in  the  district  without  any-  correction,  15;  (2)  nett  deaths  on  which  the  rates  are  calculated, 
males  13,  females  4 — 17.  There  is  no  uncertified  death  included  in  above. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

There  is  no  mortuary  aceommodation  for  accidents  or  for  infectious  cases  other  than  at 
Hospital.  There  is  one  burial  ground,  and  no  need  for  exten.sion. 

SANITARY  STAFF. 

The  present  salary-  of  the  M.O.H.  is  ;^i2.  S.  Gill  is  the  Sanitary-  Inspector,  and  his 
annual  salary  is  £21.  He  is  also  Surveyor,  for  which  he  receives  a salary-  of  £s'j.  There  are  no 
assistants,  and  the  staff  is  sufficient.
